—Safer Investment for 
Cattle Feeder 


Calves and yearlings from herds where a 
sound production testing program is being 
followed should be a safer investment for 
the cattle feeder, Paul Guyer, assistant ex- 
tension anima! husbandry specialist at the 
University of Nebraska, said at Feeders 
Day Friday. 


SHAHAN ANGUS RANCH 


Though production testing ig not new to 
the cattle industry, there are several new 
aspects to the program in Nebraska, Guyer 
stated. Numerous cattle producers are be- 
ginning to use more complete records in 
their breeding programs. 


In addition to an evaluation of beef type, 
many breeders are keeping records of per- 
formance which are being used to select re- 
placement heifers and bulls, They are being 
used to identify dams and sires whoge off- 
spring are superior. Records now being kept 
include conformation scores taken at wean- 
ing and ag yearlings, weaning weight, post 
weaning gain, and yearling weight. All 
these characteristics are inherited to a fair- 
ly high degree. Where recorded and used, 
fairly rapid improvement should result in 
performance, including type.

Guyer cited recent remarks by J. C. Hol- 
bert, well-known Iowa cattle feeder, who 
emphasized the need for beefier, thicker, 
meatier, and better doing bulls, Use of these 
bullg should increase weight of calves at 
weaning, The calves should be worth more 
to the Corn Belt feeders because they would 
be more rugged, gain faster, and produce a 
finished product worth more to the packer. 
Thus they would be a safer investment for 
the cattle feeder.

The Mother of The Herd 


by RUFUS F, COX 
Head of Animal Husbandry at Kansas State College 


Editor's Note: This is a recent talk delivered by 
Mr. Cox at the Kansas “Angus Day” at Junction 
City. More than 2,000 interested persons attended 


this 3i-year-old event. 


In thinking about what could be appro 
priately said on this, which struck me as be 
ing a rather difficult subject, I kept won 
dering whether the many great breeding 
cows which have contributed. so much to 
breed building and improvement, have re 
ceived the credit due them. There are n iny 
cases recorded in which great beef herds of

EDITORIAL 


Breed Progress Requires 
Intelligent Planning For Future 


In the May edition of the National Live Stock 
Producer is an article prepared by M. E. Ens- 
minger, Washington State College, who also writes 
4 column "The Stockman's Guide", for the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal. 


I was interested in what he had to say to the 
National Live Stock Producers 
Since his article was based on 
a twenty-four state survey of 
the breeding practices of the 
60,000 members of the Ameri- 
can National Cattlemen's As- 
sociation, and of those mem- 
bers surveyed 8.9 per cent 
were purebred breeders and 
91.1 per cent were commercial 
breeders. 


It seems the greatest prob- 
lem in the production of beef 
is the ratio of calf loss, 
Since only six out of every 
ten cows bred wean off calves. 
Calving records indicated a 
national average of 79.5 per cent calf crop with 
only 62.6 per cent of cows weaning calves. In ad- 
dition there is an appalling calf loss of 21 per 
cent between the time calves are born and they are 
weaned.

Any cattle producer can readily see that this 
calf crop percentage is the biggest single factor 
affecting profits in cattle production, while im- 
proper feeding, disease and poor management can 
be the most common causes of low percentage calf 
crops in their herds. 


It seems that a good many cattlemen, especial- 
ly those who calve out two-year-old heifers, use 
an Aberdeen-Angus bull, claiming they have less 
trouble at calving due to the smaller body and 
heads of the calves. This accounts why nearly 
21.5 per cent of the cattlemen reported using 
crossbred matings on all cows since crossbreeding 
on first-calf-heifers is a more common practice 
in the South than elsewhere. 


According to the survey, which included 13.9 
per cent purebreds and 86.1 per cent commercial 
cows and heifers bred these females were mated to 
only purebred bulls by 93.5 per cent of all cattle- 
men. It also showed that only 40 per cent of the 
cattlemen had access to Production Tested Bulls, 
and only 22.7 per cent said they would buy themif 
they were available. Fact is many cattlemen be- 
lieve that Production Tested Bulls do not possess 
all the merits ascribed to them, and that they are 
too expensive. 


I could not help but note that Ensminger feels 
selection and improvement in longevity is 
all breeds and should receive more 


that 
possible in 
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attention. It is in this department that Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle can surely take the lead. 


Ensminger also feels that except for birth 
date and birth weight, a higher percentage of 
commercial operators keep more accurate produc- 
tion records on their herds than do the purebred 
producers, and this may be the reason for the im- 
provement in economically important beef produc- 
tion factors in the commercial herds of beef cat- 
tle. It also means that the lack of adequate pro- 
duction records shows that too many purebred 
breeders are more concerned with breed fancy 
points and registration rather than economically 
important characters. 


In concluding his article Ensminger brings 
out the fact that in recent years a condition 
known as dwarfism has appeared in all beef cattle. 
since dwarfs represent a total economic loss this 
problem certainly deserves attention. However, 
this survey brought to light that only 0.15 per 
cent of the cows bred dropped dwarf calves and of 
the calves born alive only 0.19 per cent were 
dwarfs--much fewer than many people would have 
us believe. This means that only one dwarf calf 
was dropped in 800 calvings (purebreds and commer- 
cial combined), which is a small percentage in- 
deed when compared to a calf loss of 21 per cent 
between calving and weaning, witha National aver- 
age of 79.5 per cent calf crop with only 62.6 per 
cent of cows weaning calves. 


I can well remember that only a few short 
years ago beef producers were fighting "Bangs'" 
by test and slaughter, with the development of 
Strain 19 and a vaccination program we are no 
longer much concerned with this disease that at 
one time threatened to wipe out many herds of beef 
cattle, and it has come to my attention that at the 
recent conference in Knoxville, Tennessee that 
representatives of various research departments 
informed breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle that 
rapid strides were being made in the control of 
dwarfism and that it would be impossible to elimi- 
nate dwarfism by the study of pedigrees alone, 
quoting facts concerning how this factor had been 
bred into a herd and bred back out by using a proven 
son of a known carrier bull. 


Thus, it would seem folly to eliminate a great 
Sire simply because he might sire one known dwarf, 
especially when his proven sons would retain in 
the breed the most deSirable features that have 
been developed after years of selective mating.

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WASHINGTON Hashes 


Po: ITION of cattlemen, for now and in 
the future, looks good, Pushing and hauling 
in Washington means little where the live 

stock industry is concerned, Trend toward a 
“livestock economy” continues, despite w hat 


the government does or does not do 


The livestock man’s basic need ig for 
large and growing demand, The trend of 
the times is on his side, Since before the 
last war, U.S population has increased by 
almost 40%, Amount of meat consumed in 


the country, per person, has gone up about 


the same percentage—from 125 pounds It 


1935-49 to 161 pounds last year 


Add rising population to increase pe! 
capita consumption, and you get an increase 
in total meat consumption of nearly 60% 
That is some going over the short span of 
Ih years 

Demand in the months just ahead is ex 
pected to continue strong Last year con 
sumers bought more food, and better food 
such as beef, That trend is persisting. Meat 
consumption per person “was moderately 
larger this winter than last, with all the 
increase in beef and pork,” comments 
USDA, and the “same pattern is expected 


for the spring and early summer.” 


Beef supply per person is down somewhat 
Beginning this summer, USDA predicts, 
there will be less of top grade beef and 
more of intermediate grades due to the drop 
in number of cattle and calve on feed 
Prices for top grades, therefore, the fore 
casters say, “probably will rise in the 
months ahead.” 

. 


Feed outlook is diming, Don’t expect ra 
tios to continue as favorable as in the re 
cent past, Recent increases in prices of 
some feeds is a portent of things to come, 
in the view of most livestock authorities 
here. Their advice is to figure in your plans 
on slow but steady rise in feeding costs, 
despite heavy present feed supply, and good 
distribution of that supply 


Price supports for corn and wheat are not 
as high as last year, but watch the special 
government deal for corn, For the first 
time, USDA ig supporting the price in the 
commercial area to growers who overplant 
allotments—and at $1.25 per bushel, just 
25¢ less than the $1.50 rate for growers who 
stay within allotments. 


How the corn program will affect cattle 
men, nobody can yet be sure. Most folks as- 
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By JAY RICHTER 


sume, however, that there will be much 
more corn produced this season than other 
wise, There will be less reason than usual 
for a commercial producer to plant within 


his alloted acreage. 


Price floors under small grains were still 
at the 70%-of-parity level announced by 
Jenson for this year, as this issue went to 
press, but whether they would stay there 
was a question. There was talk at both 
USDA and on Capitol Hill of raising the 


guarantees 
. 


Other price supports, by and large, figure 
to be approximately the same this year as 
lust. Price support floors this year are a 
compromise: higher than first planned by 
USDA, but lower than those in the farm bill 


vetoed by President Eisenhower. 


Supports for 56 are aimed mainly at off 
setting farm unrest in the Midwest, Sey 
bean, flaxseed, and dairy floors are higher 
this year than last. To help dairymen, also, 
the government has been changing federal 
milk marketing orders in some areas to 
prevent seasonal drops in prices for factory 


milk, 


In some regions, final action on supports 
may create new farm unrest. Already there 
have been rumblings of protest from West 
ern Wheat states to the special deal for corn. 
The South is protesting recent USDA de- 
cisions to drop peanut and cotton supports 
while corn, wheat, and others were being 
increased above levels previously announced 


Legislation knocking out the 2¢ per gal 
lon federal tax on gasoline used on the farm 
has now been passed and signed into law 
by President Eisenhower. Here is what you 
need to know, if you want to realize the 
saving. 


You will have to apply for the refund to 
save the tax, because the 2¢ still will be 
collected where you buy gas. Applieation 
blanks may be had from county agents, and 
from some post offices and banks, The 
blanks, after they have been filled out, 
should be sent to the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice where you send federal income tax 


returns. 


The new law is retroactive to last Jan. 1. 
This will allow you to collect on gas taxes 


paid since then, You can apply for your first 
refund (for the first half of this year) any 
time after June 30, and no later than Oct, 1. 
You are entitled to refunds not only on 
taxes on gas you use on the farm, but on 
gas used on your farm by custom operators 
and neighbors. 


Detailed records on gas use do not need 
to be submitted with applications for re 
funds. But you are supposed to keep records. 
As in the case of the income tax, records 
to support your claims will be needed if th 
Internal Revnue man comes around to you! 


place to check up. 


You are not supposed to put in for re 
funds on pleasure gas, or gas in trucks for 
family cars travelling on public highways 
Refunds are limited, says the Internal 
Revenue Service, to gasoline “used by a 


farmer for farming purposes, in carrying on 


a trade or business.” 


Reclamation officials are putting out 
these answers to questions and complaints 
about why money should be spent on recla 
mation projects in time of heavy agricul 
tural surpluses: (1) Surpluses are tempo 
rary while reclamation projects require many 
years to complete; (2) surpluses represent 
only about 5% of total crop acres harvested 
while good land is being taken out of pro 
duction at the rate of about 1,800,000 acres 
per year; (3) our population is increasing 
at the rate of 2,800,000 persons annually 
and that rate of gain is accelerating each 
year. 


Watch the upcoming survey of soil and 
water conservation needs announced recent 
ly by USDA, It will take three years, but 
before then is expected to provide guide 
lines as to what practices need to be carried 
out where in the U. 8. A. needs survey was 
made by the Soil Conservation Service about 
10 years ago, but the new one will be broad 
er, and promises to get more support, The 
main reason is that other agencies are be 
ing brought into the act, with SCS. Other 
groups include USDA’s research service, 
Extension Service, Farmers Home Adminis 
tration, Forest Service, Commodity Stabili 
zation Service, Inventory of needs will com 
plement SCS! “capability” surveys which 
are longer-term, and directed at finding out 
the capacity of a particular piece of land to 
produce.

Answering editor Dick Hahne’s questions, I’d like to say that it doesn’t 


matter whether geneticist Gregor Mendel worked on dwarfism or not. It has 


been proved many times since then to be a simple recessive with the heterozy- 


gous animals, when mated together, throwing the good old 1-2-1 ratio. One 


clean of dwarfism, two carriers, and one dwarf on the average. The clean ani- 


mal looks just like the carriers. 


The reason dwarfism is now more prevalent is because beef cattle breed- 


ers had a craze a few years back for small type ‘“sweet-headed” cattle. Perhaps 


by chance this type of cattle carried the dwarf gene. These pony-type cattle 


were widely used. Also, artificial insemination unfortunately helped to spread 


dwarfism far and wide. A few unscrupulous promoters, who used dwarf car- 
rier bulls artificially, hurt too. The same thing can happen to good charac- 


ters and other bad characters. 


As far as feed or water making dwarfs is concerned, that sounds like 


bunk to me.

SUPER HAY PRODUCING 


GOOD CATTLE GAINS 


Ranchers can slice winter cattle feeding 


costs by raising and feeding their own 


ranch-grown supplement. This supplement 
actually is a highly nutritious forage dub- 
bed “super hay”. 

The hay was first grown several years 
ago in Gunnison county, Colorado, in a re- 
search program conducted by the Colorado 
A and M Experiment Station, the Agricul 
tural Research Service of the USDA and 
Gunnison county groups, Possibilities offer 
ed by super hay have created interest 
throughout the West and in cattle raising 
sections of several foreign countries. 

Researchers have reported results of feed 
ing the hay to wintering beef heifers. 
“Pound for pound of crude protein,” they 
say, “super hay is as effective a supplement 
as 41 percent oil meal cake.” Super hay can 
be grown for about 60 to 70 percent the cost 
of commercial feeding supplements-——good 
news for ranchers in areas where transpor 
tation charges greatly boost the cost of 
f sxc tory produc ed supple ments. 

Researchers have been feeding each beef 
calf 1.18 pounds of super hay per day, along 
with ordinary hay. This is equal to feeding 
one-half pound of 41 per cent protein cotton 
seed cake, They reported that calves fed 
super hay “are making about the same gain 
and look about ag good as the calves getting

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Settling That “Shy-Breeder” Cow 


Since at least 12 different causes of 
breeding trouble in cows are recognized, it 
is obvious that no single treatment will 
prove effective in all cases However, ob 
serving the following management rules will 
do a great deal to help the conception rate 
in the average herd. 

1. Wait until cows have been fresh at 
least sixty days before breeding them back 
Experiments have repeatedly demonstrated 
that many 30 to 90 day abortions occur in 
cows that are bred back shortly after caly 
ing. 

2, If a cow has had trouble calving, has 
retained her afterbirth, has had an abnor 
mal discharge after calving, o1 has shown 
other signs of metritis, she may need more 
than 60 days rest before being bred back 
Such cows should be examined by a vetel 
narian to make sure the genital organs are 
normal before they are bred again. There 
certainly is no object in breeding a cow that 
has a uterus full of pus or is showing othe 
symptoms of an infected reproductive sys 
tem. 

If a cow doesn’t show any heat pe 
riods within 60 days after calving, she 
should be examined by a veterinarian to 
find out what is wrong. Heavy-producing 
cows in particular may require treatment 
with some kind of a hormone to start nor 
mal heat cycles again. 

4. Cows that don’t come in heat may be 
having quiet heats that are not noticed. 
Many of these cows will show a bloody d 
charge on the second or third day following 
heat. These discharges can then be used for 
estimating the time of the next heat so the 
cows can be watched a little more closely 
on those days 

5. Since some of these cows may also be 
having short heats, it will be well to turn 
them out both in the morning and the afte: 
noon for observation 

6. Cows showing heat periods that are 
too close together should be examined for 
cystic ovaries. Affected animals can usually 
be successfully treated if they are caught 
in the early stages of this trouble. 

7. Cows that come in heat at regular in- 
tervals but fail to settle can be investigated 
in Various Ways, If the trouble 3s a herd 
problem, the bull may be at fault instead of 
the cows, Another possibility in these cases 
is the existence of some disease like vibrio 

; or trichomoniasis. When only a few cer 
tain cows are involved, there may be a low 


grade infection of the uterus which will re 


spond to injections of antibiotic directly 
into the uterus. Another possibility is in- 
heritance, for there is no question but what 
breeding efficiency is inherited ist the

Dr, Rufus F. Cox, Head of the Animal Husbandry Department 
at Kansas State College, Manhattan, was the principal speaker at 
“Angus Day”, the oldest Angus field day in the nation which was 
held at the Ralph and Marvin Poland farm, 9 miles southwest of 
Junction City, Kansas, on Thursday, April 19th. The full day’s 
activities included 4-H, FFA and adult judging contests, an educa 
tional program featuring nationally known livestockmen, informa 
tive color motion picture shorts from the American Aberdeen 
Angus Association, weight guessing contest, and a roast Angus 
beef dinner. 


The Dickinson Geary County Angus Association sponsors the 
41-year-old event which this year attracted well over 2,000 people 
from Illinois, lowa, Missouri, Colorado and Kansas. Over 1,500 
roast Angus beef dinners were served and an estimated 500 people 


saw the Angus films shown during the noon hour.

CHISHOLM TRAIL ASSOCIATION 
DONATES FAT ANGUS STEER 

The Chisholm Trail Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association has donated a fat An 
wus steer for a big celebration at Caldwell, 
Kansas, May 5 which will mark the last 
stop of the Oklahoma State Historical So- 
ciety’s caravan over the old cattle trail. 

About 300 persons are expected to make 
the three-day trek across Oklahoma by way 
of the Chisholm trail which closely paral 
lels U. S. Highway 81. 

The trail, named for Chisholm, 
early-day trader, cattle driver and freight 
hauler, was used in moving an estimated 
ten million head of cattle from Texas to the 
nearest railway point at Abilene, Kansas.

H.W. 112 — 7 miles East of 
Sturgie — Burr Oak, Mich. 


The trail was widely used from 1865 until 
the late 1880’s when railheads were extended. 

The forthcoming caravan of buses and 
cars will leave the historical building at 
Oklahoma City at 6:50 a. m., May 3 and 
have a breakfast-meeting at Chickasha be- 
fore continuing south to the Red River 
crossing used on the origina! trail. The 
Texas group will join the Oklahomans there 
for the trip north. 

The climax at Caldwell will come short 
ly after noon May 5 when the trippers ar 
rive to be greeted by a big party of Kan 
sans.

50 percent of the influence on the type, 
quality, natural fleshing characteristics, 
color and breed character of each calf, just 
as the bull does. For this reason perhaps we 
should recal| a truism in animal breeding 
vhich is used far less frequently; “Every 
good bull has a good mother.” This applies, 
of course, to every good cow also, as it does 
in fact to every good animal of any species, 
including humans. The point to be made of 
this is that many purebred cattle breeders 
appear to place all the emphasis, or nearly 
all, on the bull. They are apt to get the 
impression that establishing a female herd 
of only average quality, and that by subse 
quent use of high quality bulls, eventually 
a top purebred herd will be developed, Such 
4a course puts more responsibility on the 
bull than he can be expected to meet, gen- 
erally. This kind of breeders actually is fol- 
lowing a grading-up program just as a com 
mercial, grade cattle man does and follow- 
ing such a course will never lead to con- 
structive breed improvement, Only by defi- 
nitely increasing the quality of registered, 
purebred seed stock; by carrying its excel- 
lence beyond what has been attained before 
does a breeder establish himself ag a “mas 
ter breeder.” Such breeders are not numer 
ous, even if one goes back to the earliest 
beginnings of scientific systematic animal 
breeding. But the great or exceptional con- 
tributions which have come about have re- 
sulted from matings of outstanding bulls 
with outstanding cows. 

jut now that so much attention hag been 
directed to this emphasis on the contribu- 
tions made by the male side of the pedigree, 
let us consider whether breeders ever go to 
the opposite extreme of over-emphasizing 
the female side. Without answering the 
question affirmatively or negatively, per- 
haps it is enough to raise a few additional 
questions and let each ene think about them 
and supply his own answer. To what extent, 
if any, do “families” of females guide the 
breeding destinies of any of our beef breeds 
in present-day breed development? Is fam 
ily popularity responsible for females sell- 
ing at prices often much beyond those of 
better quality individuals with less glamour 
in their pedigree, but which might con 
tribute more in the battle for supremacy of 
the breed in question? Can one more ac 
curately determine in advance the relative 
sale prices of females by studying the pedi 
grees than by looking at the individuals 
themselves? If the answer to any of these 
questions is in the affirmative, then is the 
proper example being set for young or new 
breeders ? 

In summary, it should be stated that 
while the “mother of the herd” has received 
too little emphasis in most cases, it is pos- 
sible to go to extremes in the other direction 
also. In any case, let’s al] endeavor to make 
the mother of the herd in the future a moth 
er of merit and not of magic.

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Severe winter conditions were encountered by exhibitors and 
isitors to the 10th Annual Montana Winter Fair, held at Bozeman 

March 10 through 17, but this is nothing unusual in Montana and 
the attendance at the show wag again at a high level while the 
quality of the Angus cattle offered was improved over that of a 
year ago 

It was a great show for the Angus breed as the championship 
and the reserve in the steer show were both taken by Angus, for 
the first time in the 10 year existence of this show, held at the 
Gallatin County Fairgrounds. The steer judging was held on Mon 
day, March 12 and it wag a blocky, typy 1,110 lb. Angus from the 
Cool Water Angus Ranch, Belgrade, Montana, owned by Larry 
Cooper, Jr., that took the top spot. The steer carried Jennings 
Brothers’ breeding and was later sold to Mrs. Ernest (Lillie) War 
wood, operator of Colonels Drive Inn, at Bozeman. Mrs. Warwood 
has bought the Champion steer each of the past six years and this 
year she paid 47¢ per pound for the champion. 

Gary Andrews, Melville, Montana, showed an Angus steer of 
his own raising out of one of his own cows to the championship in 
the Junior division and with this animal he went on to take the 
reserve championship in the open class. Gary is the son of Well 
Andrews, well known manager of the Fair View Angus Ranch at 
Melville and he saw his steer sell to Safeway Stores for he 
per pound 

A total of 25 Montana Angus herds were represented in the 
Aberdeen-Angus Show at the Winter Fair and national secretary 
Frank Richards complimented the breeders on the improvement in 
the quality of their cattle as compared to those shown on his pre 
vious Visit to the Show several years ago. 

The 1956 show was a repeat performance for Fair View Ranch 
of Melville, as they again showed both champions, repeating with 
the same two animals they showed to the top spots in 1955, Randall 
Peterson, Jr., Groton, South Dakota was the judge of the show and 
he selected as his senior champion bull the Fair View 2-year-old, 
Prince 105 of B & D, this great, blocky black, commonly known as 
“Mr. Herdbuilder” going on to take the championship of the show 
again in his last year of competition. The reserve champion bull 
of the show was the junior calf, Black Bardolier of GMR, shown 
by W. J. Harrer & Sons, Helena, Montana.

If sold off pasture on August 8, these 
steers would have netted $35.50 per head, 
based on a conservatively estimated market 
value of $17.50 per hundred, The costs fig- 
ured here included labor, hay and veterinary 
ervice 

The steers were in the feed lot from Au 
gust 8 until they were marketed at Clarks 
dale on January 12, About six weeks of this 
time Was spent in getting the cattle on feed. 

The ration consisted of ground ear corn, 
neluding cob and shuck, and cottonseed 
meal, They started with five pounds of this 


ground corn and a pound of cottonseed meal 
per head per day. This was gradually in- 
creased at twice-a-day feedings until feed 
was left in the trough, On full feed after a 
month and a half, the rate was 24 pounds of 
ground ear corn and two pounds of cotton 
seed meal per head per day. 

4 little alfalfa hay wag fed to supply 
vitamin “A”. This was not over four pounds 
per head per day. 

Since the busy cotton picking season 0« 
curred during the feeding period, the Hum 
bers could not give these steers the close 
attention they would have received if cattl 
was their main enterprise. This is an impor 
tant factor in Delta beef cattle operations, 
they point out. 

In the place of close personal supervision 
of the feeding, they made certain that the 
steers were regularly getting all they could 
eat of an unchanging ration. 

A more concentrated grain ration later in 
the feeding period might have been wise, 
but could have been risky in their situation, 
they stated. 

While in the feed lot, the steers averaged 
nearly two pounds per head gain daily at a 
cost of about 50 cents per day, The majority 
of the 68 graded from low choice to middle 
of choice at the end of the feeding period. 

The Humbers grew all of the corn for 
these steers, having 355 acres in this crop 
in 1955. They had 680 acres planted to cet 
ton last year. 

Their permanent pasture area is about 
200 acres. They have around 70 commercial 
Aberdeen-Angus cows and are keeping ali 
of their heifer calves. 

Quality is desirable for a successful beef 
cattle operation, they believe.

oping Sieteco put in all midland bermuda 
for summer pastures, The work of estab- 
lishing midland bermuda on Angus Valley 
is already under way. 

Some 15 herd sires were involved in the 
sale, Best known is Black Knight 95th of An 
gus Valley, the 1953 International junior 
champion, Mr. Walker’s half interest in this 
great young sire sold. The “95th”, probably 
the greatest bull ever produced at Angus 
Valley, was never defeated in major shows 
from a calf to a two-year old. In 1953 he 
was never defeated for junior championship 
honors and at several shows grand cham 
pion or reserve grand champion 

Your reporter saw a large number of 
young things by two bulls—Prince of Red 
Gate 45th and Bardolier 2 of Bee-Mac. The 
calves by the second bull are older and a 
number of them are in the show barn, The 
“45th” calves are younger, mostly dropped 
this spring, but youngsters with great po 
tential, We don’t recall seeing a sorry one, 
and can recall two bull calves that are sure 
to find their way to the show barn, along 
with a number of heifers. 

Other bulls in the transfer include Black 
Peer 249th of Angus Valley, a half interest 
being owned by Black Mark Angus Ranch 
of Texas. This bull is one of the great sons 
of Prince Sunbeam 105th. Then of the 
“Black Knight” sons of the famous Black 
Peer 28th of Angus Valley we recall a num 
ber of good ones—“95th”, “135th”, “200th”, 
“919th”, “228th”, “220th”, “230th”, “264th”, 
“238th” and “232d”. 

julls have always played an important 
part at Angus Valley. Of two of the famous 
sires that have passed on little more need 
be said. Prince Sunbeam 105th and_ the 
“28th” wrote a lot of breed history, One 
thing, however, that is not realized by most 
people is the influence exerted by the more 
than 600 bulls from Angus Valley in com- 
mercial, and smaller pure bred herds all 
over the country. This in addition to the 
bulls sold in the regular Angus Valley pro 
duction sales that have made a national 
reputation as sires. 

The cow herd at Angus Valley approaches 
the “out of this world” category. It was at 
Angus Valley that the International cham 
pion Evermere T and her descendants have 
been assembled and have made their reputa 
tion as “the fabulous Evermeres.”
